SGARLET FEVER. 
It is Spreading, People Becoming 


Frightened and Taking Their Chil- 
dren From the Schools. 


People are becoming thoroughly 
frightened over the ravages of scarlet 
fever. The fever is not alove of a 


very malignant type, but it is in near- 
ly every instance, accompanied by 
diptheria. The physicians pronounce 
it the mest violent and contagious 
form of the disease known. A num- 
ber of parents have stopped their 
children frem attending the public 
schools, fearing the contagion may 
reach them threugh that channel. As 
yet no adult persons have been at- 
tacked, the disease being confined al- 
mest entirely to children under six- 
teen years of age. Although the first 
cases that attracted attention were here 
in Rene, the fever has raged with the 
greatest violence dewn about Truckee 
meadows; but fears are entertained 
that the disease may become general 
through the town. These who are 
taken down with it seon beceme very 
repulsive, ewing te the offensive na- 
ture of the eruptions. The smell of 
the sick-room is fairly sickening. 
Those who have caught the disease 
generally break eut in pustules, er 
running sores, all ever their bodies, 
though they seem werse around the 
head and neck than anywhere else. 
The patients are also afflicted with a 
burning thirst, which has to be fre- 
uently allayed with acids and ice. 
his necessitates very attentive and 
careful nursing. Intelligent and care- 
ful nursing, plenty of fresh air, clean 
liner, and geed medical attendance 
are about all that can be done for 
patients. The disease is a general 
purging of the system ef impuri- 
ties, and cannet be cured until the 
impurities upon which it is fed are 
burned out.
